ATLANTA, Oct. 9.—Goneral Meade has issued
General Order No. 27, which distributes the forces
under his command so us to preserve order. The
order says: ** Whereas, It is mude the duty of the
military to preserve peace at the polls in any
Stute; and wherens, this duty has become more Lin-

rative from the existing political uxeitement in

e public mind of this departizent, 1t 18 theretory
ordered:

[Here follows the distribution of troops and in-
#tructions to district commauders, )

First, Commanders wre to act in subordination to
the eivil authorities; they are to exercise diseretion,
unblassed by political or other prejudices. Their
object should be to uphold law and order, They
must be satisfied that such is the ulnl}uct o1
the civil officer in ealling on them for aid, and
must, in all cases where time will permit, apply
for ipstructions to superior authority, but they
must at all hazards preserve the gmmu. Posl
commanders on being notitied of the proposed
holding of political mectings may send an officer or
& de ment of mon to see that pence s preservod.

To the people of the State the Major General
commanding aprealn that they will co-operate with
him in preserving peace and avoiding riot and
bloodshed. He urges the abstaining from incen-
diary appeals; closing ol liquor shopson days of
politicsl meetings and of eloction, and the ab-
Etaining from curr{mg arms. If there are disputed
points of law, let them be referred to the courts.

The Major General makes known that so far as
he has the power he will not permit the peace to be
broken, and that he will not be restralned by tecli-
nicalities of lnws made when the present anomalous
conditlon of affuirs was not unticipated.

The Governor also issued a prociamation, sayin
that wherens many lawless acts huve oecurreﬁ
whereby the lives and property of citizens have
been destroyed, the right of free specch impaired,
the performance of the dutles of offlces to which
cltizens have been elected denied, the lives of citi-
mens ¥0 thrantoned as to cause them to abandon their
homes and property:

Theretore 1, Rufus B, Bullock, Governor of GGeor-
gin, issue this proclamation, commanding sald She-
rif, and every other civil ofhcer in this State, to see
that the lives and property of nll citizens and the
penee of the community are preserved, and that all
persons are) protected in the exercise of their elvil
and politieal rights; and cha HpoON @VOry porson
that they render prompt obedience to the Sherli,
and that they demand from sald officers protoction
when threstened or disturbed in person or property,
or denied politioal or clvil righis, and that, falling
to recelve such protection, they are to report the
facts to this Department,
